A good water supply, proper 
drainage, wholesome food and com- 
fortable housing are the pfincipal 
phases of the problem. All these are 
simple and comparatively easy of ac- 
complishment. ; 

It is to be noted that the ¢ommu- 
nitation here referred to is fay more 
optimistic than the one published 
some days ago from the samé corre- 
spondent, in which the conditions at 
Panama were pictured in very gloomy 
colors. The conclusion of the sani- 
tary work so well begun will render 
the solution of the physical problem.

E TRAINING OF APPRENTICES. 

In the great rush of mechanical 
work of every kind throughout the 
United States there has been un- 
doubted neglect in the all-important 
matter of training apprentices. There 
has been a steady inflow of skilled 
labor from other lands, and this has 
suffice’ in a measure to crowd out 
of notice the necessity of training 
our own young men in eufficient num- 
bers to meet the requirements of the 
country’s rapid industrial expansion. 
But the neglect is now making itself 
felt in every line of manufacturing 
enterprise, more especially in those 
connected with mechanical engineer- 
ing. 

There is young labor being trained 
in a way, but not in the thorough and 
comprehensive way of the old ap- 
prenticeship days. A youth enters a 
workshop, he is put to some task 
such as tending a special machine, 
and he. soon acquires thé proficiency 
necessary for the adequate discharge 
of this particular duty. But ig nine 
cases out of ten he is left to stick 
right there, because he is content to 
be earning a man'’e wages and his 
employer finds that he is getting the 
required work efficiently done. How- 
ever, in its ultimate effect this sys 
tem proves to be a most pernicious 
one, 

Let the-ingquirer go into any en~- 
gineering shop today In Los Angeles 
or elsewhere, and he will soon learn 
that the hardest kind of a man to 
secure ie the thoroughly qualified re- 


pairer. Such a man must be familiar 
with all the machinery and all the

I regard 
the water of Owens River as superior 
in quality to that of Angeles 
River.
